The following: is an excerpt from the Annual Report of the Hon. 
John Skelton Williams, Comptroller of the Currency, to the 
Congress. 


MAINTENANCE OF EFFICIENCY AND CREDIT OF PUBLIC UTILITY COMPANIES ESSENTIAL. 


Many thousands of small and large investors have suffered seriously from the decline of the earning 
rapacity of public utility corporations, representing investments of many hundred millions of dollars. 
These 
losses 
materially 
diminish 
the 
power and disposition of the public to respond to the calls of the Gov­ 
ernment for money for war. 


The corporations referred to supply gas. light, heat, power and electric railway transportation. 
They 
touch intimately the daily life of the people. 
If they are allowed to sink into inefficiency, much of the most 
important war work of the Government will be crippled or paralyzed. 


The costs of their labor and of all material for operation, betterment and upkeep have increased heav­ 
ily and suddenly. 
They are required to increase radically and quickly their service and facilities. 
All in­ 
dustries demand of the public utilities corporations constantly greater supplies of power and light. 
The gas 
companies are called upon for gas for cooking and heating in quantities beyond normal calculations 
and 
in 
many instances far beyond their present capacities. 


A committee representing the four leading associations, which include all the principal electric light 
and power companies, street railway companies, and the most important gas companies of the country, re­ 
cently submitted to this office a report in which attention was asked to the increase within 
the 
last 
two 
years in the l ost of mateiials they must use for the maintenance of their properties. 
They gave a list of per­ 
centages of additional costs.

The continued and increasing efficiency of these corporations is important and such efficiency is not 
with present conditions. 


It is essential that the corporations also he permitted to make such additions to their charges for ser­ 
vice that will protect their owners against unjust loss and give them a basis of credit on which they may obtain 
the funds with which to meet the strain put upon them. 


Ender date of February 15th, 1918, W, G. McAdoo, Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, wrote a letter to the President, from 
which the following: excerpt is taken: 


“Various memoranda and letters are enclosed relating to street railway and public utilities furnishing 
gas. light, heat and power regarding their services and rates, from which the view is expressed that in­ 
censed wages and the high cost of essential materials and supplies have effected them as they have affected 
everybody else. and that united effort will in* necessary in order to meet alike the public requirements for ser­ 
vice and the corporate financial needs upon which that service depends. 


It is obvious that every part of our industrial and economic life should be maintained 
at its maximum 
strength ’n order that each may contribute in the fullest measure to the vigorous prosecution of the war. Our 
local public utilities must not he permitted to become weakened. 
Transportation of workers to and from our 
industries and the health and comfort of our citizens in their homes are dependent upon them, 
and the neces­ 
sary power to drive many of our industries is produced by them. 


I earnestly hope that you may feel justified in expressing the conviction that the vital part which the 
public utilities companies represent in the life and war-making energy of the nation ought to receive fair and 
just recognition by State and local authorities.” 


The following is taken from President Woodrow Wilson's let­ 
ter to Wf. G. McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury, 
dated 
February 19th, 1918. 


“ I have examined with care the memoranda and U tter which you transmitted to me with your letter 
of the fifteenth. 
I fully share the views you express regarding the importance of the public service utilities 
as a part of our national equipment, especially in war time. 
It is essential that these utilities should be main­ 
tained at their maximum efficiency and that everything reasonably possible should be done with that end in 
view.” 


The following is taken from the Committee’s Report represent­ 
ing the four leading Associations, dated Feb. 25th, 1918: 


“It is the opinion of your Committee that, if the credit of the public utilities is to lie preserved, there 


hi*' four phases of th*- situation which must be taken care of: 


I, 
Rates must Im* increased sufficiently to absorb the increased costs of producing the 
service. 


2 
The utilities must be relieved during the pcrick! of the war of all non-essential 
and 
unproductive requirements, such as paving, undergrounding of wires, duplication and 
unnecessary extension of service. 


Some way must be found to enable the utilities to take care of obligations maturing 
while the war lasts. 


Assistance mutt be provided to enable the companies to finance the unavoidable ex­ 
tensions of service made necessary by the nation’s war program.”
